When a Karen dies (the Karens are 
a people of Burma living in small se­ 
cluded villages in the mountainous 
districts) he or she Is interred tem­ 
porarily. 
Or if of great estate, the 
remains are first cremated and 
a 
small chest of teakwood into which 
the ashes are gathered is burled pro 
tem. 
The Karens are frank resur­ 
rectionists* 
But 
their 
co-operative 
up-dlggings and reburying are feasts 
as movable and uncertain of date as 
they are serious and obligatory. Hence 
each temporary grave Is fenced in 
with cacti and marked with durable 
twigs. 
All Karen courtships are pursued at 
Karen funerals. Lovemaking and be­ 
trothals and obsequies are all dealt 
with in a lump. The length of the in­ 
terim between a Karen’s first and sec­ 
ond interment is determined by the 
number of marriageable girls and mar­ 
rying men there are in the village or 
neighborhood at the time of death. 
When there are enough candidates of 
both sexes for matrimony, the great 
funeral-wedding 
day 
is 
appointed. 
There is not often among the same 
community more than one such day in 
a year. Often three, sometimes five, 
years elapse between one such day 
and the next.

Throwing the discus wa* another 
form of amusement. The discus was 
a disk which weighed three or four 
pounds. 
At first, it was made of 
stone, but copper or iron was the 
material in later times. .The discus 
was held in the manner pictured, and 
hurled forward so it rolled along the 
ground. 
It curved as it rolled.

man who could send it farthest won 
the match.

Now tilt the packet gently and tap 
it with the forefinger, which will be 
free above it. With a little practice 


will trickle out as fast and as thickly 
or as slowly and as thinly as you de­ 
sire. 
This is a much easier way than try­ 
ing to take a pinch of seed between 
the thumb and forefinger and scat­ 
ter It. 
Where seed is very fine, mix two 
or three times its bulk of fine sand 
with it, and this will serve to dis­ 
tribute it thinly enough. With very 
fine seeds that pour out too rapidly 
some such*device is necessary. The 
sand also fills the useful purpose of 
showing where the seed has been 
sown if you are broadcasting it and 
want an even distribution. 
With very fine seed no soil cover­ 
ing should be used, 
but the seed 
should be pressed firmly into the soil 
with a brick, smooth block of wood 
or some similar device. 
Mere con­ 
tact with the soil is sufficient to pro­ 
mote germination if proper moisture 
is provided. 
Covering with soil is 
likely to smother the seedlings.

“How early in the spring can I 


sa fe ly make m y garden?” This ques­ 
tion is frequently asked by the begin­ 
ner in gardening. The idea on many 
farms is that one should take a day 
off and make the garden and have 
the unpleasant piece of work over 
with. There is no hest day on which 
to make a garden, but there is a 
proper time for the planting of each 
species which Is growing In the gar­ 
den. 
Some garden plants do best In cool 
weather and in a cool soil while 
others grow successfully only after 
the weather and soil have become 
warm. 
Some garden vegetables are 
tropical plants, and need great heat 
for their growth; others are natives 
of colder 
countries

summer comes on. Not Infrequently, 
the grower fails entirely with certain 
vegetables because he plants all his 
garden vegetables at the same time.

Spanish in 404 out of the 612 uni 
v erities and college listed by the 
United States Bureau of Education, 
according to a report submitted to 
the Governing Board of

American Union by the Assistant Di­ 
rector In charge of the seer ion O’ 
Education, Francisco J. Yanez. 
The report points out the constant 
increase of students of Spanish iii 
this country, the total given not in­ 
cluding normal or secondary schools 
where the study of Spanish is obliga- 
tary. Columbia University heads the 
list with 3,000 students, followed by 
the University of Texas with 
1,640 
and the University of Illinois with 1,- 
342. 
Altogether, eight universities 
have over 1,000 students of Spanish. 
There were practically no 
Spanish 
courses in any of them five years 
ago. 
Interchange of professors with the 
Latin 
American 
Universities 
and 
scholarships for Latin American stu­ 
dents are among the measures pro­ 
posed by Senor Yanez as part of a 
comprehensive plan to encourage a 
closer cooperation between the high­ 
er institutions of learning 
of 
this 
country and Latin American. Already 
Committees of Teachers are 
being 
organized through his efforts in the 
Latin American countries as a cen­ 
tral information office for the stu­ 
dents and teachers who wish to come 
to the United Stites.

1922, the Forgery Prevention Bureau 
of New York has complied estimates 
showing that tho total losses through 
check forgeries and 
alterations 
in 
1922 amounted to nearly $47,000,000. 
This was computed on the estimate 
that the annual losses through raised 
and forged checks 
in the 
United 
States average one dollar for every 
$8000 of clearings. 
The four cities paying the highest 
toll to forgers in their annual losses 
were New York, where the losses on 
this basis were In excess of $27,000,- 
000 In 
1922; 
Chicago, 
$3,504,525: 
Philadelphia, $2,811,250; and Boston. 
$2,056,625. 
The 
losses 
through 
forgery In New York City alone were 
more than half of the total for the 
entire country.

to the United States. 
The grand jury 
report, said

court, contained “statements which. 
if true, might involve Governor Reily 
in a serious offence.” 
“Why Governor Reily was not in­ 
cluded in this information,” the Judge 
added, “is for the district attorney, 
not for me, to state.” 
The information 
alleges that Dr. 
Victor Coll, now under 
two indict­ 
ments for alleged violation of the 
Volstead 
prohibition 
enforcement 
law, and who is at present in Wash­ 
ington, used detectives obtained by 
him in the name of Governor Reily 
from the accused officials 
to “cor­ 
rupt and harass’* the chief 
witness 
against him. 
Prosecutor Wells said Reily was 
not included in the contempt infor­ 
mation because both Dr. Coll and 
the former governor denied that the 
latter aided in obtaining detectives 
to subordinate the witness.

“There is absolutely no basis for this report,” he said. 
“The American Bankers Association conducts a protective 
department to prevent and prosecute criminal activities 
against banks who are members of the Association, with 
the idea of safeguarding property and bringing just punish­ 
ment to offenders, but it is no part of the work of the As­ 
sociation to buy off criminals directly or indirectly. 
The 
rules of the department expressly provide that no case once 
committed by a member bank to the Association can be taken 
out of its hands, nor the offense condoned or compromised. 
Much less would a blanket compromise with the criminal 
proclivities of any crook by means of money tribute be en­ 
tered into by the Association. 
The only pension list the 
Association has is one for retired employees in recognition 
for long and meritorious services.”
